Grinding Corn for Hogs 


For the past nine years the Wiscon- 


sin experiment station has been con- 
ducting tests to determine whether 
grinding coin for hogs is desirable. 
In the tests previous to 1903-04 mid- 
dlings were fed with the corn 
That 


year corn was fed alone, but the re- 
sults were so unsatisfactory as re- 
gards thrift, appetite, gains and feed 
consumed per pound of gam that it 
was not considered desirable to omit 
middlings m subsequent years. 


The results have varied a little 


from jear to year, but considering 
the average of all the tests 117 hogs 
fed dry shelled corn and wheat mid- 
dlings made an average gain of 96.8 
pounds each, while an equal number 
fed cornmeal and wheat middlings 
gained 110 9 pounds each, the feed 
required per pound of gam in the 
t\\o cases being 3.19 pounds and 4 88 
pounds

and chances of advancement for his 
children. 
In making his selection 


there is one fact stands before him 
like a wall of fire-—money is king. 
My wife thought that William would 
make a good clergyman, Thomas was 
cut out for a lawyer, and that Henry 
should be a missionary, where by 
poverty and abject humiliation she 
hoped By long-suffering and bitter re- 
pentance he might obtain final abso- 
lution and, though his sins were as 
scarlet, he might be washed "as 
wkite as wool." "Put money in thy 
purse" is an old mandate and as im- 
perative as the thunders that swept 
the sides of Mt. Sinai when Moses re- 
ceived from the Almighty, on the 


of stone, the Ten Command- 


ments which are to guide the children 
-of men till the Judgment Day shall 
announce the end of time. 


But to return to the subject on 


wfaich we started—what shall we do 
with our boys to give them a fair 
chance for victory in fighting the

, except in history where, If he is men- 


tioned at all, it is in company with 
the ichthyosaurus or any other of the 
numerous monsters that perished 
wken the flood submerged the world. 
Tae jockey of the present day, if he 
has a respectable standing iij his pro- 
fession, travels in a palace car; he 
carries with him his private secre- 
tary, as it sometimes becomes neces- 
sary to sign his name and reading 
and writing were not included in the 
curriculum of the academy he attend- 
ed; besides his secretary he has his 
body servant who polishes his boots, 
brushes his clothes and attends to his 
bodily wants generally. 
If he is a 


tip-top man. he is one of the best be- 
haved young men you would -want to 
meet; he has no bad habits; lie is 
neat in person and civil, he neither 
drinks, smokes nor s-n ears as an in- 
fraction of any of these rules would 
cost him his position, and as it is a 
valuable one he is content to abide by 
the law. 


Xow let us see what are the corn- 


pe»bations paid for this kind of abil- 
ity. 
The ages of jockeys range from 


sixteen to twentj; 
they must be 


stiong of nei\e, cool of head, per 
iectly fearless, and ever ready to take 
any desperate chance that may lead 
to victory. Vast sums of money de- 
pend on the judgment of these boys— 
hundreds of thousands frequently, 
and sometimes millions. Jockey Mil- 
ler, 
who stands at the head of his 


class, has a legular salary of twentj - 
five thousand dollars a year and a 


^ percentage of his earnings. Another 


American jockej has been engaged to 
ride for a private gentleman m Ger- 
many at the same salary but Miller's 
extui emoluments will bring his in- 
come for the year up to $30,000, or a 
sum equal to the balary ot the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


1C you do not v.ant to make your 


SOB a jockey, there is btill another 
enormously paid profession to choose 


e prize ring—and if we are to 


judge the entertainments by their 
patrons it must be not only a profita- 
ble one but highly respectable. A 
few weeks ago .Tamos Jeffries, the 
champion, and another fought a bout 
of six rounds of three minutes each; 
it lasted eighteen minutes and Mr. 
Jeffries received eighteen thousand 
dollars for his services, or exactly one 
thousand dollars a minute. I do not 
baiisYe that such a vast sum was ever 
paid before for an exhibition of eith- 
er physical or mental supremacy. At 


scientific exhibitions I have 


seen the front seats (the prieea ef 
| which were from twenty-five to thirty 
dollars) crowded with Dukes, EferU, 
Lords and Princes of the Blood; there 
were bankers and lawyers of natl»m»l 
fame and merchants of high decree, 
who were multi-millionaires. 
This 


is indeed wealth as a reward and re- 
spectability 
for character. 
Many 


trades are so closely banded together 
that you can't get your son iate a 
factory to learn a trade by which h» 
could earn an honest living and this 
makes one ask again—What shall we 
do with our boys? 


I would advise the little dojj»— 


Tray, Blanch and Sweetheart-—who 
are continually barking at the Presi- 
dent's heels, to read the article in 
one of last Sunday's papers.

Canton, O., October 5, 1907. 


Our party arrived here on Satur- 


day, September 21. The scenery from 
Pittsburg was entirely new but when 
we passed the state line we could see 
the difference as to buildings, for 
along the road through Ohio you sel- 
dom see a two-story house, mostly 
Jow one-story or one-story and a half 
houses, with small barns. Where' you 
see large barns as in Pennsylvania 
you find a large silo or two erect- 
ed in connection with the barn.

great many farms have only a small 
house and stable with hay and straw 
stacks all around it; they also have 
small' sheds where wagons, buggies, 
and farm machinery are kept. The 
reason for small barns is that the 
farms are small and the buildings are 
built to correspond with the size of 
the place and the pocket book.

noticed also that but few Jersey cat- 
tle are kept in this part of Ohio as 
they consider beef cattle the most 
profitable. 
The hay stacks are gen- 
erally small, not at all like the large 
stacks of hay in our part of Penn- 
sylvania, and it is stranger, too, that 
the hay in so small stacks Is seldom 
ppoiled but keeps good. 
I suppose 
that the continuous breeze or wind 
dries up all the moisture In the 
stacks. There has not been an hour 
that I have noticed that was without 
wind or a pleasant breeze since my 
arrival here.
